A President 
A President-elect 
Vice Presidents without number 
as to seniority to be elected at the 
annual meeting of said society from 
aeas designated by the membership 
at the annual meeting and ap¬ 
proved by the Executive Board, 
to include Vice Presidents who are 
representatives of the U.S. Mormon 
Battalion, and of such other assoc¬ 
iate groups as may be approved by 
the Executive Board, 

By Amending ARTICLE IX, Para¬ 
graph 3 (a) as follows: 

(a) Qualification of membership 
shall be based on the following: 

ANCESTRAL: Applicant shall 
be of good moral character, have 
reached his eighteenth birthday 
and have at least one ancestor 
who came to Utah or who was 


born in Utah prior to May 10, 
1869, which marked the com¬ 
pletion of the transcontinental 
railroad and the end of the 
pioneer period.

not have a pioneer ancestor. 
He shall have the right to be¬ 
come a delegate and to vote 
at elections and to hold office 
in the association, 

3. (a) (1) Junior Membership may 
be approved by the Executive Board 
as it deems advisable. Qualification 
shall conform to qualification of other 
members as stated in the Articles of 
Incorporation and By-Laws. He shall 
not be under 14 years of age.

Christian John 
Swaner, 

A Pioneer Builder 


by Dean K. Swaner t a grandson 

Christian John Swaner was born 
in Copenhagen, Denmark, July 30, 
1844, He was the youngest of three 
sons of Jorgen (Jensen) Swaner and 
Julan Johan Loween; there was also 
a sister. 

Little Christian lived in the city of 
Copenhagen with his family. As a little 
lad he loved to hear his father tell of 
the time when he had served in the 
Danish Army, There had been so many 
men bearing the name of “Jensen” 
he had been given the privilege of 
choosing a surname for himself. He 
went on to explain to the lad that he 
immediately thought of the old family 
residence known as The Great White 
Swan, So he wrote “Swaner.” 

BECAME CONVERTS 

To this name he would honor and 
bring respect as long as he should 
live. Another requirement was to learn 
a good trade and learn it well. He 
chose to be a designer and builder of 
fine homes and buildings, and he 
proved to be excellent. 

When Christian was eleven years 
old the family was visited by the 
missionaries and became converts of 
the L.D.S. Church. In time, enough 
money was raised and the family set 
out for America, 

The long trek to Utah was by ox 
team. They arrived in the Salt Lake 
Valley September 7, 1855, with a new 
name and a new country to live in. 

HELPED TO BUILD TABERNACLE 

As Christian grew into manhood he 
became a true western pioneer. Fol¬ 
lowing the trades of his father as an 
architect and builder, he helped design 
and build much of the interior of the 
Mormon Tabernacle, including the 
benches, front section, balconies and 
pillar supports* 

He designed and built many of our 
early pioneer homes, business build¬ 
ings and churches here in the valley, 

In 1864 he met Emma Louise 
Burnett and was married to her in the 
old Endowment House. To this union 
was born five sons and one daughter:

D. Wesley Reese

An Autobiography 


ANCESTRY 

Darwin Wesley Reese, the eldest of 
five children, was bom to Darwin and 
Blanch Reese in Logan, Utah, on 
December 30,1925* 

I had a rich pioneer heritage. My 
great grandfather, John Davis Rees, 
was born in Wales, and after he joined 
the Church he came to America and 
settled in Nauvoo where he was the 
only Blacksmith* He later moved to 
Council Bluffs where he worked for 
three years to earn enough money to 
buy a fine set of blacksmith tools to 
take to Utah. After he arrived in Utah 
he was sent to Brigham City and was 
one of the first settlers to live in the 
old fort* He built the first house out¬ 
side the fort in 1854. He was one of 
eight of the original directors under 
Lorenzo Snow in the United Order, 
which started in 1863* He practiced 
his trade through the years, often 
taking gold dust and other commodi¬ 
ties for pay. He donated Si00.00 at 
one time to help Welch emigrants 
come to Utah. In 1877 he was called 
by Brigham Young to help settle and 
organize the city of Malad, Idaho. 
There is a city park in Brigham City 
called the Rees Park in honor of 
this great pioneer colonizer. 

CHILDHOOD 

I spent my early childhood on a 
farm in Benson, Utah, northwest of 
Logan. I moved with my family to 
Smithfield, Utah, at the age of 12 
after my father became ill and had to 
sell the farm. 

When growing up in Smithfield I 
worked during the summer months for 
my uncle, who for several years had 
the largest acreage of pole beans in 
Cache Valley* I also helped my par¬ 
ents, who operated a confectionary 
and banquet hall. Educated in the 
Cache County schools, I graduated 
from North Cache High School and 
Seminary in 1944* 

W W 11 VETERAN 

I served in the Merchant Marines 
in the South Pacific during World War

II, where I helped transport troops 
and equipment. Also served one year 
in the army and was again sent to the 
South Pacific and spent most of that 
time in the Philippines. 

I married Barbara Nelson, also of 
Smithfield, Utah, on July 12, 1946, 
in the Logan Temple while on fur¬ 
lough from the Army. 

After being discharged from the 
army I attended school at Utah 
State Agricultural College* Later I 
operated a retail coal yard and a small 
farm. I also owned and rented a three- 
unit apartment house. In 1957 I began 
working for Mountain Fuel Supply 
Co. where I am still employed as a 
service dispatcher. 

FAMILY 

I have four children and the two 
oldest daughters are married. A 
15-year-old daughter is a student at 
the Logan Jr. High. One son, who has 
recently returned from the California 
Oakland Mission, is a student at Utah 
State University and will be married 
next March. I have four grandchildren 
and another expected. 


I have been active in the LDS 
Church all my life* I have worked in 
the Sunday School Superintendency, 
as advisor to Priests group, Elders 
quorum counselor and president, assis¬ 
tant to two stake genealogical chair¬ 
men, assistant scoutmaster, Seventy 
group leader, one of the seven presi¬ 
dents of Seventy and presently serve 
as ward clerk in the Logan 20th 
ward* 

SUP ACTIVITIES 

I joined the Sons of Utah Pioneers 
in 1964 through the influence of 
my father who was a member, and I 
have been grateful to him for this. I 
also joined the Mormon Battalion at 
that time. I have served as secretary 
to three chapter presidents, director 
for three years, chapter president for 
1H years and national vice president 
for Cache area in 1973 (filling the 
vacancy of Earl Hansen, who became 
ill), and then was re-elected in 1974 at 
Squaw Valley, California. I was elec¬ 
ted national president-elect in Sep¬ 
tember 1975 at Kanab. I am also now 
serving as company commander of 
company D. in the Mormon Battalion* 

I own a truck and camper and very 
much enjoy camping in the moun¬ 
tains in the dean, fresh air, and we 
love to hike in the timber and wild 
flowers.

It all started from an idea, a dream. 
Boys, perhaps 15 years old, left home. 
Some of these boys would never re¬ 
turn. They left home for a belief, for 
freedom* War didn't sound too nice to 
them, but the thought of freedom car¬ 
ried them through the biting cold at 
Valley Forge. 

The Continental Army, made up of 
farmers and settlers, were poorly 
armed and found themselves pitted 
against the well-trained soldiers of the 
British King, The Yankees knew that 
freedom wouldn't come easily, if it 
would even come at all, but the fire 
in their spirits burned and drove them 
on through the hard months ahead* 
Those boys who fought and survived 
came back men. 

Thousands of soldiers gave their 
lives for their country, for their dream 
of freedom* They anticipated a time 
when they could plainly see the red, 
white and blue of an American flag 
flying ovei; the shops of an ever- 
expanding nation. 

When the struggle was finally over, 
America began the mighty task of re¬ 
building, replanting and repairing a 
badly injured country. In the years 
that followed, the new Americans 
stormed to this country from all 
corners of the earth. Each brought 
part of his heritage, skills and talents 
to help refine this new country. This 
spark caught like wildfire. 

But then, the sounds of war again 
rang out through the country* A mere 
ninety years later America would be 
put to the test again* This time it 
wasn't two nations fighting, but rather 
it was one nation divided, brother 
against brother. The issue was slavery* 
Was it the right of one man to own 
another man? President Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, the 16th President of the United 
States of America, led the nation 
through the bitterness of a civil war, 
and eventually gave his life for his 
dream. 


A NEW TYPE OF ENEMY 

Today, America is not fighting 
an enemy abroad. Rather we are fight¬ 
ing ourselves* Our enemies are dishon¬ 
esty, moral decay and laziness, and 
worst of all, lack of interest in what's 
going on. 

In a recent edition of the U.S. News 
and World Report it was found that 
fraud in the construction of the Alas¬ 
kan pipeline projects had cost U*S* 
citizens more than a billion dollars. 

Another example of moral decay 
was the shocking truth about govern¬ 
ment corruption uncovered during the 
Watergate investigations. Each day 
brought new revelations of corruption 
and dishonesty in our government. 

Our country is faced with a rapidly 
rising crime rate, with an increase in 
drug abuse and shoplifting* Broken 
families arc becoming more numer¬ 
ous. Again, 200 years later 15 year 
olds are leaving home. Again, they 
may never return. But this time it 
isn't for their country that they’re 
leaving. They aren't fighting for 
America* In most cases their reasons 
are much more selfish. They're 
rebelling against society, but they 
are society! Our country can only be 
as good as each individual makes it. 

In 1976 a miracle can happen 
again just as it did in 1776, if we too 
will work for an idea, a dream* We can 
make it happen by working indivdi- 
ually at being honest and more self- 
disciplined, and by caring about other 
people.

Featuring the accomplishments of 
women in Utah and the observance of 
the bicentennial year, the women's 
section of the National SUP President's 
Seminar convened at the Garden 
Heights Ward in Salt Lake City* 

The session commenced with an ex¬ 
planation of the display which por¬ 
trayed books, pamphlets, etc. by Utah 
women authors. Included was a work 
on Ghost towns of Utah. Each woman 
present received a map of all Utah 
Ghost towns which included a short 
description of each town.

CEDAR CITY-Dr. Reed W. Farnsworth, 
who delivered more than 6,000 babies dur¬ 
ing his 37 years of medical service to this 
community, died May 
22, 1976, in a Salt 
Lake City hospital. He 
was 71. 

Dr. Farnsworth died 
of complications fol¬ 
lowing surgery. 

He retired about a 
year ago, after a dis¬ 
tinguished career that 
began in 1938. 

He has twice served as president of the 
Cedar City Medical Society. In 1958, Dr. 
Farnsworth was elected president of the 
Utah State Medical Association and was a 
member of the Blue Cross-Blue Shield Board 
from 1951 to 1958. 

In Cedar City, Dr. Farnsworth served as 
president or chairman of the Junior Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Sons of Utah Pioneers, 
Lions Club, Cedar City Art Committee, 
Cedar City Library Board, Escalante Knife 
and Fork Club, Zion Natural History Assn., 
Iron County Historical Society, Southern 
Utah Foundation and Cedar City Rotary, 

For six years he was a member of the 
Utah State University Board of Trustees, 
and from 1965 to 1975 he was vjee presi¬ 
dent of the Southern Utah State College 
Institutional Council. 

In 1971, Dr, Farnsworth was recipient 
fo the Utah State Medical Association Com¬ 
munity Service Award, which is given to the 
physician contributing most to his commun¬ 
ity in nonprofessional service. 

Born April 9, 1905, in Beaver, to Frank¬ 
lin D. and Mary Ann White Farnsworth. He 
was married August 9, 1938 - shortly 
after graduating from George Washington 
University Medical School - to Ethel 
Walker in the Salt Lake Temple, 

Dr. Farnsworth remained active in the 
church. 

He is survived by his wife, three sons: 
Jerold W., San Diego; Dr, Ken W., Golds¬ 
boro, N.C; David 5., Gurney, Ill.; a daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. Michael (Joan) Cannon, Los 
Alamos, N.M; eight grandchildren; two 
brothers: Norman, Provo; Howard, Orem;
